Massachusetts State Prison, Charles­ 
town, Mass., May 21.—Clarence V. T. 
Richeson has paid the penalty for the 
m u rd er of 
Av is Linnell. 
The former 
clergyman was electrocuted at 12:10 
Tuesday morning in the 
Charlestown 
s tate prison. 
The condemned man walked to the 
electric chair with more firmness and 
courage than had b een expected 
b y 
those who had ob serv ed him for tho 
past few weeks. He had spend his last 
hours In seeking spiritual consolation 
in the Bib le and in conv ersation with 
his spiritual adv isers, who were in al­ 
most const ant attendance up 
to 
the 
last moment. 
Prison Chaplain 
Steb b ins and 
Dr. 
Johnson had a 
nerv e-racking 
experi­ 
ence with the condemned man b efore 
they succeeded in hav ing him 
resign 
himself to his fate. 
Only when they had reminded him 
tha t he was once a minister and ought 
to show a sub lime faith in the 
here­ 
after did the man announce that he 
w as ready to face tho ordeal of legal 
death without flinching. 
Pefore this 
he had exclaimed: 
“It is terrib le 
I cannot 
stand 
it. 
They will hav e to carry me.” 
Brav e for Sake of Church. 
Afterward, howev er, he 
seemed to 
ta k e the attit ude that it was his duty 
to the church to b e b rav e. 
Under the 
influence of tha t attitude he b ore up 
rem arkab ly well, although there were 
periods when outb r ea ks occurred. 
Throughout ull of yesterday Riche­ 
son either prayed, sang hymns or re­ 
cited psalms. 
In the ev ening ho swal­ 
lowed some b roth. 
At ten o'clock the 
prison b arb er came In to shav e him 
Guards hold Ilicheson while this was 
b eing done.

“Warden," 
asked 
the

m an while this was b eing done, “ what 
clothing will I— pass away in? 
I un 
derstand it has b een arr anged tha t a 
special suit Is to b e placed on me." 
"It Is the prison custom to do that,” 
said the warden. 
"I would appreciate It v ery much," 
said Richeson, "if you would let me 
walk there in my regular clothing." 
“ I will consider your request,” re 
plied the warden, 
Richeson then asked ab out the hour 
set for his execution. 
“ When will It b e, w ard en?” was b is 
anious query. 
“It depends entirely on yourself," he 
w as told. 
Pleads for Early Death. 
At these words te ars streamed down 
Richeson'» cheeks and In a quiv ering 
tone ho said: 
“ Don’t b e afraid of me. 
T here will 
b e no scene. My ministers hav e taught 
me how to stand It. 
I am ready to go 
to the chair. 
You need not b e afraid 
that anything will happen. The sooner 
I die the b etter for myself and all con­ 
cerned.”
